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SPEAKER LISTS 
FIVE PLAGUES 
OF DEMOCRACY 


Cameron Ralston, Dillsburg edu- 


cator, was the main speaker this 
morning at the 59th annual conven- 
tion of the Adams County School 
Directors association. The all-day 
session is being held at the Uttles- 
town high school. 


One hundred and six directors 


registered for this morning's pro- 
gram, while 180 signed for the ban- 
quet held at noon. 
. 


Speaking on "The Five Plagues of 


Democracy." Ralston told the group 
"we need to develop the ability to 
think for ourselves. God gave us an 
independent mind so we can have 
an independent thought." 


The first "plague of democracy 


is the "unprecedented challenge to 
authority." 
Ralston 
said. 
"The 


genius of democracy is a govern- 
ment of authority and a citizenship 
with character." he noted. "We 
need the public schools to develop 
the respect for authority that is BO 
greatly needed." 


Cttcs "Aversion To Work" 


The second "plague" was de- 


scribed by the speaker as "the un- 
precedented hatred of man for man.'' 
The third is a -terrific aversion to 
work," he said. "The only way in 
which we can achieve success is by 
work," he added. He used Thomas 
Edison as an example/pointing out 
that "he was successful because he 
knew there was a Job to be done 
and he did it, he did not worry 
about the 30-hour week, or the 
three-day working week." Henry Ford 
was given an another example of 
one who succeeded through hard 
work. "This country is one of the 
few," 
he noted, where "we have the 


opportunity to work hard and get 
ahead." 


"Constant pursuit of pleasure" 


was described by Ralston as the 
fourth "plague of democracy." He 
struck at "vicious literature" 'such 
as "Forever Amber" and "The 
Hucksters" as "glorifying'the wrong 
tiling and .poisoning the mind of 
both adult and child."' 


"Substitution of material things 


for spiritual things" was described as 
the fifth plague. His concluding re- 
marks were: "The public school Is a 
great .instrument for destroying 
these plague*-of - danocracy, by en- 
abling us to sM" tMe' te'Tw« r^Te 
along on this train of democracy we 
cannot travel for nothing. There is 
a responsibility on oiir part to make 
a return,"

The 
two brothers have been in Jail here 
since they were brought to Gettys- 
burg after completing sentences in 
the Allegheny county workhouse.

bery, now a restaurant proprietor in 
Lebanon, identified the brothers as 
the two men who were in the grill 
on September 8. 1948. but said he 
did not see them take the money, 
which was not missed until the fol- 
lowing morning. 


The Suleslds denied ever being in 


Gettysburg, but admitted pleading 
guilty .to similar charges in Clear- 
field county,, in December. 1948. 
Through their attorney, Eugene R. 
Harbnan they entered pleas of in- 
nocent to the local charges.

FORMER COUNTY 
PHYSICIAN DIES 
IN HARRISBURG 


Dr. Harry Allen Lakin, 73, who 


retired from active medical practice 
in 1947 after maintaining offices at 
his home at 10 South Twentieth 
street, Harrisburg, for a number of 
years, died Thursday in a Harris- 
burg hospital. He was stricken No- 
vember 28, with coronary occlusion 
and had been hospitalized since 
then. 


A graduate of Western Maryland 


college and the University of Mary- 
land Medical school, Dr. Lakin be- 
gan practice in Adams county, near 
Gettysburg, going to Harrisburg in 
1915.

until his retirement, Dr. Lakin was 
assistant medical examiner for the 
Pennsylvania Railroad.

COUNTIAN IS 
ARRESTED FOR 
MANSLAUGHTER 


Paul W. Peterson, Franklin town* 


ship, was arrested this morning on 
a charge of involuntary man- 
slaughter following a Conner's in- 
quest into the deaths of Derail 
Wincer and Charles Fonythe. 


The two died in the Warner hos- 


pital following a collision .between 
cars driven by Peterson, ah employe 
at the Rock Top Inn, and Ray E, 
Davis, Qrrtanna R. D., on October 6. 


Wincer died 14 hours after the 


crash from burns suffered when the 
Peterson car caught fire. He ap- 
parently was unable to escape from 
the rear seat. Forsythe,. a resident 
of Orrtanna R. 1, died October 10 
from chest injuries received in .the 
crash.

Peterson sought release on $2,000 


bail to appear in January court for 
trial following his arrest; this morn- 
ing. 
The arrest took place imme- 


diately after the coroner's jury re- 
turned with its verdict that Wincer 
and Forsythe "came to their deaths 
by injuries caused by a collision of 
cars driven by Paul W. Peterson and 
Ray Davis in Franklin; township at 
10:30 
p. m. October 8. The accident 


apparently, was caused by the negli- 
gence of Mr. Peterson." 


TeU Of Crash 


Testifying at the inquest, held in 


the arbitration room of the court 
house, Peterson said be had been at- 
tempting to secure a station on his 
car radio. That he looked down at 
the dial ..of. the radio "for a few 
moments," and when he glanced up, 
"the 
Davis car was right in front of 


me." 
. ;'•

Davis, the first witness on the 


stand, told Dr. C. G. Crist, Adams 
county coroner, District Attorney 
Daniel'A. Teeter and the coroner's 
jury that he was driving west, one 
mile west of Cashtown, with his wife 
and four children in the car, when 
he saw Peterson's car coming toward 
him on a curve in the road. The car 
continued straight toward him and 
he drove to the side of the road. 
After the crash Davis' car was 
straddling a guard rail and the 
Peterson car was crossways in the 
road. Davis said he helped Mrs. 
Davis and the children from his car 
and then went to help the men in 
the-other .car, •,-.-

Carlisle, and Goucher college, Bal- 
imore. Girls' schools in Virginia and 
other states reported similar raids.

FIVE PLAGUES 
OF DEMOCRACY 


Cameron Ralston, Dillsburg edu­ 
cator, was the main speaker this 
morning at the 59th annual conven­ 
tion of the Adams County School 
Directors association. The all-day 
session is being held at the Littles­ 
town high school. 
One hundred and six directors 
registered for this morning’s pro­ 
gram, while 180 signed for the ban­ 
quet held at noon. 
Speaking on ‘The Five Plagues of 
Democracy,'* Ralston told the group 
' we need to develop the ability to 
think for ourselves. God gave us an 
independent mind so we can have 
an independent thought." 
The first "plague of democracy” 
is the “unprecedented challenge to 
authority," 
Ralston 
said. 
"The 
genius of democracy is a govern­ 
ment of authority and a citizenship 
with 
character," he noted. “We 
need the public schools to develop 
the respect for authority that is so 
greatly needed." 
Cite* “Aversion To Work" 
The second 
“plague'' was de­ 
scribed by the speaker as "the un­ 
precedented hatred of man for man." 
The third is a "terrific aversion to 
work," he said. "The only way in 
which we can achieve success is by 
work,” he added. He used Thomas 
Edison as an example, pointing out 
that “he was successful because he 
knew there was a Job to be done 
and he did it, he did not worry 
about the 30-hour week, or the 
three-day working week." Henry Ford 
was given an another example of 
one who succeeded through hard 
work “This country is one of the 
few," he noted, where "we have the 
opportunity to work hard and get 
ahead * 
“Constant pmrsuit of pleasure” 
was described by Ralston as the 
fourth "plague of democracy." He 
struck at "vicious literature” such 
as 
"Forever 
Amber" 
and 
"The 
Hucksters" as "glorifying the wrong 
thing and poisoning the mind of 
both adult and child." 
“Substitution of material things 
for spiritual things" was described as 
the fifth plague His concluding re- i 
marks were: “The public school Is a 
great 
Instrument 
for 
destroying 
these plagues of democracy, by en­ 
abling us to see that as we ride 
along on this train of democracy we 
cannot travel for nothing. There is 
a responsibility* on our part to make 
a return." 
The tenth through twelfth grades 
of the Littlestown high school were 
admitted to the auditorium to hear 
the lecture by Mr Ralston.

The brothers testified that after 
purchasing an automobile in Roch- 
lord, 111., In August, 1948, they had 
joined a carnival and were with it 
for five weeks. leaving it in Ken­ 
tucky.

by injuries caused by a collision of 
cars driven by Paul W Peterson and 
Ray Davis in Franklin township at 
10:30 p. rn. October 8. The accident 
apparently was caused by the negli­ 
gence of Mr Peterson." 
Tell Of Crash 
Testifying at the inquest, held in 
the arbitration room of the court 
house. Peterson said he had been at­ 
tempting to secure a station on his 
car radio. That he looked down at 
the dial of the radio "for a few 
moments,” and when he glanced up. 
“the Davis car was right in front of 
roe." 
Davis, the first witness on the 
stand, told Dr. C. G. Crist, Adams 
county coroner, District Attorney 
Daniel A. Teeter and the coroner's 
Jury that he was driving west, one 
mile west of Cashtown, with his wife 
and four children in the car. when 
he saw Peterson’s car coming toward 
him on a curve in the road. The car 
continued straight toward him and 
he drove to the side of the road. 
After the crash Davis* car was 
straddling a guard rail and the 
Peterson car was crossways in the 
road. Davis said he helped Mrs. 
Davis and the children from his car 
and then went to help the men in 
the other car.

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Silent Sound Can Cleanse 


Dirty Clothes, Chase Fog 


FHtabstfffb, Dee. 8 W>—A scien- 


tist on Wednesday told how clothes 
can be washed by silent sound, 
squeals pitched so high humans 
cant hear them. 


Professor Dudley Thompson of 


Virginia Polytechnic Institute de- 
scribed these non-annoying noises 
in an address prepared for delivery 
at the 42nd annual meeting of the 
American Institute of Chemical 
Engineers. 


Humans, Professor Thompson ex- 


plained, can hear sound waves 
which vibrate between 20 and 20,000 
times a second. Sounds which vi- 
brate faster than that are called 
ultrasonic. Some of these can be 
heard by dogs, pieteons and other 
animals but not by humans. 


Many Applications 


High frequency sounds are doing 


many jobs. They can be used to do 
lots more, Professor Thompson said. 
A blast of this sound—it would be 
deafening if you could hear it—will 
literally knock the dirt out of a 
bunch of grimy clothes. 


A 
fog-bound 
airport 
can 
be 


cleared by silent sound. The noise 
shakes the fog droplets together 
and the murk falls to the ground 
like rain. 


In the laboratory silent sound has 


other uses. It can turn some mix- 
tures into crystals, separate them or 
coagulate them. Industry can use 
silent sound to measure the thick- 
ness of materials right down to the 
size of molecules. 


More Work To Be Done 


More work needs to be done on 


the subject,, Professor Thompson 
said, particularly in finding out how 
to make better noise makers for 
silent sound. Also unknown are the 
conditions under which silent sound 
best operaters. 


The institute scheduled a special 


series of 10 technical papers to be 
written in further exploration on 
the subject and named Professor 


Thompson to supervise the series.

Pittsburgh, says the nation's colleges 
won’t be happy until they have a 
universal code governing

Shortly after Fitzgerald outlined 
his views yesterday, they w ere whole­ 
heartedly endorsed bv Dr Karl Leib, 
president of the National Collegiate 
Athletic Association. In a nutshell, 
here's Fitzgerald's idea: 
"Instead of one code for the Ivy 
hague, another for the Big Ten and 
another for the Southern conference 
we should have a single code us 
universal as the playing rules.” 
Di. Leib said that is exactly what 
the NCAA sanity code is trying to 
do, declaring: 
I give my wholehearted support 
to the proposal " 
Dr. Fitzgerald has been at the 
helm of Put since 1945. He took on 
not only a big job as an educator 
but inherited a football policy which 
had produced few victories since 
1938 
But Fitzgerald Ls the first to deny 
that Pitt ut anytime de-ern pintsized 
football. 
Headline Dc-Fmphasis 
The only de-emphasis wa,s in the 
headlines,' he declared. 
Let* take a look at the record, 
and ee what happened at Pitt in 
‘little more than ten years: 
In 1938 the university voluntarily 
placed itself under Big Ten rules Up 
to then. Pitt had been a pow erboat. 
Few schools wanted to take on the 
Panthers who made a habit of win­ 
ning almost t very Saturday under 
the late Dr 
John (Jock* Suther­ 
land 
Within a few months after the 
Pig Ten and NCAA Tules had been 
adopted, Sutherland quit. Immedi­ 
ately Pitt’s gridiron’s fortunes fizzled 
like a wet firecracker. 
Charley Bowser took over for three 
years. Attendance dropped and so 
did Pitt’s national football rating. 
Cla’k Shaughnessy, now coaching 
the Los Angeles Rams of the Na­ 
tional Football league, succeeded 
Bowser He quit in 1946. 
Wes Fester, now at Ohio State, 
served one year. He was happy to 
return to his alma mater at Co­ 
lumbus, Ohio. 
Walker <Mike) Milligan succeeded 
Fester. He won only one game in 
1947. and the wolves began howling. 
But in 1948 and 1949. virtually the 
same team bounced back to compile 
identical records of six wins and 
three losses. 
In the meantime, Navy Captain 
Tom Hamilton took over the reins 
as athletic director. He replaced 
James <Whitey) Hagan who had 
quit. Now rounding out his lirst year, 
Hamilton has the situation well in 
hand.

What is the most dangerous 


tree in the world? According to 
the National Board of Fire Un- 
derwriters, it's that symbol of 
Yuletide cheer and good will— 
the Christmas tree. And the 
long and tragic record of deatris, 
injuries and mannings—many 
to children—caused by holiday 
fires fully bears out that state- 
ment. 


This certainly doesn't mean 


that you should not have a 
Christmas tree. You should. 
But it does mean that certain 
elementary precautions - should 
be followed to the letter, and 
kept constantly in mind. 


It is recommended, for in- 


stance, that vou buy a small 
tree—it is less hazardous. It 
should be placed well away from 
radiators, heaters, and the fire- 
place. Candles should never be 
used on the tree under any 
circumstances. Use only electric 
light sets which carry the seal 
of approval of the Underwriters' 
Laboratories—it guarantees that 
the sets meet the proper safety 
standards. 


Don't use paper, cotton or 


other flammable material for ' 
decoration. If extension cords 
are necessary, be sure they're in 
good condition—frayed wiring 
is a potent cause of electrical 
fires. Never leave the lights 
burning when the house is un- 
occupied. Dispose of gift wrap- 
pings promptly—they're a real 
menace inside the house. Be 
especially careful with matches 
and smoking materials, and, 
finallv. get rid of your tree as 
soon as the needles begin to 
fall. That means it's dry and 
ready to burst mto flame. 


Christmas isn't far off. It's 


time now to make plans for a 
holiday season which will be 
safe as well as joyous. And 
once they're made, stick with 
them.

Jerem iahs whole idea of 
reli­ 
gion and his most characteristic 
teaching is set forth in the few 
brief passages of this lesson. He 
believed th a t religious life is the 
natural one for m ankind and to 
struggle against God is an unnatural 
course to pursue; secondly, th a t re­ 
ligion which means only observance 
of forms and ritual is empty and not 
true religion; and lastly, that re­ 
ligion 
must 
be 
based 
on 
in ­ 
tim ate. 
personal 
relationship 
be­ 
tween God and men. 
The truths to bo gained from this 
lesson are: that individuals must 
learn to feel a personal responsi­ 
bility to God; th at everyone should 
strive to know the Father better and 
his purposes for us. 
Individual Responsibility 
In several verses from the 31st 
Chapter Jerem iah attem pts to speak 
about the peoples’ sins using as 
basis 
for 
his 
rem arks 
the 
old 
Jewish proverbs. “Tile fathers have 
eaten our grapes, and the children's 
teeth are set on edge.” They under­ 
stood this perfectly for thev were 
suffering then for the sins of their 
fathers. 
Jerem iah tried to explain that 
God was initiating a new order in 
which each person would be respon­ 
sible for his own errors and tran s­ 
gressions. 
‘But everyone shall die 
for his own iniquity ’’ This idea of 
personal responsibility for sin was 
a new idea in religion but it made 
man a free moral agent. 
Empty Reforms 
Tile ages in which Jerem iah and 
Jesus lived 
were curiously alike. 
Jerusalem was about to fall and the 
Temple 
doomed 
when 
each 
ap ­ 
peared Each had a message for the 
world beyond Palestine. Jesus was 
touching the spirit of Jerem iah 31 
when He said at the Lust Supper, 
“This la the new covenant in my 
blood ” 
Jerem iah’s early m inistry coin­ 
cided with the reforms of Josiah, 
King of Judah, who tried to cleanse 
the land of idols. W hen Josiah died 
in battle with 
the Egyptians at 
Megiddo 
Jerem iahs 
task 
became 
more difficult. The prophet realized ; 
th a t the reforms of the good king 
were empty. 
The New’ Covenant 
The Law given on Mt. Binal was 
an external code of morals, some­ 
thing from without, which some­ 
times served-as an arm or which 
constricted and ham pered the in­ 
dividual. So religion became a bur- j 
den or obstacle to personal freedom. 
Jerem iah offered a new basis for re­ 
ligion which is the law from within 
operating in m en’s lives. This new 
covenant would be written on the j 
heart Of course it m eant that any 
change must come from w ithin the 
individual. 
The new covenant as presented by 
Jerem iah had two chief character­ 


ist lea: real religion is found in the 
hearts of people, not in ritualistic 
forms; each individual will have 
access to God and be personally re­ 
sponsible for his actions. 
Is Religion Real? 
No religion is real until we know 
God intimately. “For they shall all 
know me. from the least of them 
to the greatest of them .” If we have 
only a formal. Sunday acquaintance 
with God instead of meeting Him 
in prayer, there can be no warm, 
personal relationship nor any real 
religion. Im agine having to face a 
living God whom you barely know*' 
But to be able to come to life’s 
end and be welcomed into spiritual 
communion by a loving F ath er— 
that is the goal of real religion. 
Jesus did not come into the world 
to savp nations or rem nants of n a ­ 
tions. but to redeem individual souls. 
To experience real religion we m ust 
be born again as Jesus preached it: 
Jerem iah antedated the Savior for 
he knew that Israel needed a change 
of heart and rose above the despair 
of his countrym en by preaching a 
God of love. He served as a prophet* 
of preparedness as truly as John the 
Baptist. 
But personal relationships with 
God must be cultivated 
In other 
words, it does not 
happen acci­ 
dentally; men must work coasist.- 
ently at religion. Charlotte Elliott., 
an English woman who was an in­ 
valid. told a prominent clergyman 
th at she did not know how to find 
Christ 
He replied, “Come to Him 
just as you are ” The result of th a t 
talk was that Miss Elliott “cann- to 
Him ’ and wrote one of the ten ­

BLIND PENSION

Harrisburg. D ec. 9 i/pi— Adequacy 
| of blind pensions topped a list to ­ 
day of six aspects of state relief 
costs under investigation by a legis­ 
lative com m ittee. 


All but 500 of 
15,000 currently 
receiving blind paym ents would get 
increased benefits if th e com m on­ 
w ealth took advantage of federal 
grants, said Sen. Fred P. H are <R - 
Som erset >. 
H are heads a sub-comm iM ee of 
the legislature’s joint state govern­ 
m ent com m ission w hich is trying 
to find out why relief will cost th e 
state $161,000,000 in th e next two 
j ears. 
At present, blind pensioners who 
earn less th a n $1,800 a year are 
entitled to state paym ents of $40 a 
m onth 
T hey are not required to 
-how need except for th e incom e 
lim itation. 


D efeated BHI Last Year 
The Federal Security ad m in istra­ 
tion has refused to allocate funds 
to Pennsylvania 
unless a definite 
need is established by blind persons 
W ith this m oney. H are said, blind 
pensioners could get as m uch as 
$4,000,000 a year m ore if federal 
requirem ents were m et. Blind p en ­ 
sions th en would run as high as 
$60 m onthly, he added. 
T he P ennsylvania Federation of 
the Blind beat doum attem p ts in the 
House last April to enact a S enate- 
passed bill to take advantage of the 
federal grants.* F ederation spokes­ 
m en said at that time that blind 
persons would virtually have to take 
a pauper’s oath to qualify for pay­ 
m ents un d er th e federal plan. 
M eanw hile th e sub-com m ittee a l­ 
ready has sta rted a sam pling of 
six per cent of 50,000 general a s­ 
sistance cases affecting 125.000 p e r­ 
sons in an effort to gauge personal, 
job, budget and o th er ch a racteris­ 
tics of persons receiving relief.
